Subject: — Conditions for licensing imports under the Belgian Govt, Credit — 
1970-71. 

No. I-ITC(PN)/71. —The conditions for licensing imports under the Belgian 
Govt Credit—1970-71, as given in the Appendix to this Public Notice, are 
notified for the information of the Trade. 

Conditions for Licensing Imports under the Belgian Government Credit —1970-71 

Appendix 

1. The licence will be issued with a validity period of twelve months but 
firm orders on C.I.F./C. & F. basis must be placed on the Belgian Suppliers and 
copies of the same furnished to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affair’s within four months from the date of issue of the import licence. Only 
goods of Belgian origin are eligible for being financed under this Credit. In 
ses where orders have not been placed within the period of 4 months, the 
' -sees should apply to the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports for suitable 
sicn in the period of ordering giving adequate justification for delay in 
g orders. Such requests will be considered on merits by Chief Controller 
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of Imports & Exports in consultation with Ministry of Finance (Department 
of Economic Affairs). However, no import licence shall be made valid' or 
revalidated beyond the 31st December, 1971. 

2. The contract of supply between the Indian Importer and the Belgian 
Supplier should provide for the import being financed under the Belgian Gov¬ 
ernment Credit arrangements and also subject to its approval by the Government 
of India, Importers should take special care to inform the Suppliers about this 
condition and also incorporate a clause to this effect in the Supply contract. 
Moreover, approved orders should not be cancelled without prior concurrence 
of the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs. 

3. The value of the contract should be expressed in Belgian Francs. The 
contract should normally provide for cash payment out of the Belgian Govern¬ 
ment Credit on presentation of shipping documents. For any customary per¬ 
formance guarantee, the Suppliers could be asked to furnish a bank guarantee. 
The contract should also contain a clause requiring the Suppliers to send photo¬ 
stat copies of the Invoice immediately after each shipment as required in 
paragraph 9 below. 

4. Licences Issued before the Credit Agreement between the Governments of 
India and Belgian for 1970/71 is signed will be subject to the following further 
conditions: — 

(a) contracts between the Indian Importers and the Belgian exporters 

against the prospective Belgian Credit will be subject to the approval 
of the Government of India and the Government of Belgium; 

(b) contracts against the prospective credit between Indian importers 

and Belgian exporters would be treated as provisional and would 
become final only after the loan agreement is actually signed; 

(c) a copy of each of the contracts will be forwarded by the Government 

of India to the Government of Belgium, Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
and External Trade, as soon as the contracts are signed; and 

(d) payments against the said contracts will normally be made only after 

the loan agreement is signed and necessary funds are credited to 
Government of India’s account with the National Bank of Belgium. 

5. Four photostat/certified copies of the Contract/Supply order, when con¬ 
cluded, should be furnished by the Importer to the Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (West Europe III Branch), New Delhi. The follow¬ 
ing Information should also be sent to the Department of Economic Affairs 
along with the contracts/supply orders— 

(1) Details of the Import licence— 

(a) Number. 

(b) Date of Issue. 

(c) Value. 

(il) Name & Address of the Importer. 

(Ill) Name & Address of the Belgian Supplier. 

(Iv) Value of the contract/order in— 

(a) Belgian Francs. 

(b) Rupees. 

(vj) Short description of the goods to be imported. 

(vi) Time for delivery (A schedule Indicating probable dates and amount: 
of payments to the Supplier may also be given). 

(vli) Detailed list of shipping documents, like Bill of Lading, Invoh 
Certificate of Origin, etc., which the National Bank of Bel$ 
should demand from the Suppliers before making payment, tog 
with the number of copies of each document required.. 

(viii) Special Instructions, if any. 
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On receipt of the copies of the contract/supply order and the information 
required in paragraph 5 above, the Department of Economic Affairs will forward 
a copy of the contract to the Belgian Ministry of Foreign Affairs and External 
Trade together with the number and date of issue of the import licence by the 
appropriate import licensing authority in India and the nature of the goods to 
be supplied. / 

7 The importer will obtain photostat copies of the Invoice from the supplier 
invariably bearing the reference number of the relevant Contrac,t$/Supply 
orders, and furnish four copies of the same to the Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs, West Europe-Ill Section, New Delhi together with 
the treasury challan in original, indicating that the moneys as in paragraph 0 (i) 
and (ii) have been paid into the Government account under the appropriate 
head of Account. 

8. The payments to the Belgian supplier under the Supply contract will be 
made by the National Bank of Belgium on the strength of a letter of authority 
(in the form at Annexure—I) which will be issued by the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs. The letter of authority will be issued only 
after the photostat copies of the imwice together with the challan referred to in 
paragraph 7 above have been received. However no payment will be authorised 
beyond the 31st December, 1971. 

9. The Importers will be required to pay— 

(i) the value of the C.I.F./C. & F. contract/supply order, the rupee equi¬ 

valent. being calculated at the composite rate of exchange of 1 
BF—0.192 rupees. (Any revision of this rate of exchange will be 
advised to the Importers by the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs); plus 

(ii) a fixed charge of five (5) per cent of (i) above to cover incidental 

and commitment charges. 

The above amounts will have to be deposited with the State Bank of India, 
Tis Hazari, Delhi, or the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi for credit to Govern¬ 
ment account under the hearcl of Account:— 

"T—Deposits and Advances—Part II. Deposits not bearing interest— 
(C) Other deposit Accounts—Departmental and Judicial Deposits— 
Civil Deposits—Deposits for purchases abroad—Purchases under 

Credits/Loan Agreements—Deposits for cost of equipment, etc. 
obtained under the V Belgian Government Credit.” 

10. The above procedure of cash deposits will normally be observed in all 
case'. It is only in cases where, for anv reason, it is not possible to make cash 
deposits with the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi/Reserve Bank of India, 
New Delhi, that the importers may follow the demand draft procedure as ex¬ 
plained hereafter The demand drafts should be Invariably obtained by the 
importers or their banks from any branch of the State Bank of India or its 
subsidiaries (drawer) drawn on and made payable to State Bank of India, Tis 
Hazari, Delhbfl (drawee and payee). To make it clear that the remittance is 
made for credit to the Government account, the words ‘‘for credit to Central 
Government account” should be added in brackets after the words "on demand 
pav the State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi-8". The remitter should, there¬ 
after forward the demand draft accompanied by challan (duly filled in and 
signed by remitter) in quadruplicate in form No. TR-6 to the State Bank of 
India, Tis Hazari Branch, Delhi-6 (drawee) under registered post, acknowledge¬ 
ment’ due. The original cony should be marked in red ink at the top "original 
copy meant for Ministry of Finance”. 

11 It will be obligatory for the importers to make the requisite rupee deposits 
through authorised dealers only and also to get the Exchange Control copy of 
the Licence endorsed by them as required in Public Notice No 184 ITC(PN)/68 
dated the 30th August, 1988 They should also fill in the requisite ‘S’ Form 
as prescribed by the Reserve Bank of India 

Note; _No letter of credit or remittance from India will be permitted against 

this Import Licence towards the cost and/or freight of the goods to be 
imported
